ADVICE is ſeldom welcome; and thoſe who want 
it moſt, always like it leaſt, 

There is not a more promiſing fign in a young per- 
ſon, than a readineſs to hear the advice of thoſe whoſe 
ave and experience qualify them for judging maturely. 
'The knowledge of. the world, and of the arts of life, 
can only be attained by experience and action. | 

Life is a journey; and they only who have travelled 
a conſiderable way in it, are fit to direct thoſe who 
are ſetting out, | 

Never truſt your own underſtanding in the affairs of 
life, if you can have the advice of a friend: never truſt 


your reaſon in religion without fevelation. 


"Experience keeps a dear ſchool, but youth will learn 
in no other, and ſcarce in that ; for it 1s true, we may 
give advice, but we cannot give conduct. However, 
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remember this, they that will not be counſelled, can- 
not be helped. 155 

How is it poſſible to expect that youth will take 
advice, when they will not ſo much as take warning. 

Example works a great deal more than precept ; 
for words without practice, are but counſels wichout 
effect. When we do as we ſay, it is a confirmation of 
the rule: but When our words and actions do not agree, 
it looks as if the leſſon were either too hard for us, or 
the advice not worth our while to follow. 

Good and friendly advice every man is obliged to 
his neighbour for, when it is done in a mild way, and 
at a proper time, not by the way of inſult, and to ſhew 
the ſuperiority of his underſtanding. 

I have often thought, ſays a late Author, how ill- 
natured a maxim it was, which, on many occaſions, I 
have heard from people of good underſtanding ; 


% That, as to what related to private conduct, zo one 


was ever the better for advice.“ But upon farther exa- 
mination, I have reſolved with myſelf, that the maxim 
might be admitted without any violent prejudice to 
mankind, For in the manner advice was generally 
given, there was no reaſon, I thought, to wonder it 
ſhould be ſo ill received. Something there was which 
ſtrangely inverted the caſe, and made the giver to be 
the only gainer. 

For by what I could obſerve in many occurrences of 
our lives, that which we called giving advice, was 


properly, taking an occaſion to ſhew our own wiſdom 
at another's expence. On the other ſide, to be inſtruct- 


ed, or to receive advice on the terms uſually preſcribed 
to us, was little better than tamely to afford another 
_ occaſion of raifing himſelf a character from our de- 
ets. 
In reality, however able or willing a man may be to 
adviſe, *tis no eaſy matter to make advice a free gift. 
For to make a gift free indeed, there muſt be * 


in it which takes from another, to add to ourſelves. In 
all other reſpeQs, to give and to diſpenſe, is generoſity 


and

and good-will : but to beſtow wiſdom, is to gain a 
maſtery which cannot ſo eaſily be allowed us. 


+ ADVERSITY ſometimes brings to light eoncealed 


virtues, and profperity ſometimes rouſes latent vices, 
We often find ourſeives able when ſtimulated by ne- 
ceſſity, to perform actions which we ſhould have deemed 
impracticable in our moments of indolence and eaſe. 
Every virtue gives a man a degree of felicity it
